In an unprecedented mix-up As 
sistant U. S. District Attorney Wll 
Ham Hitz announced to reporter 
that the grand jury had also in 
dieted David Joseph Bohm, 33, f 
third laboratory scientist, for con 
tempt. 


But later It was discovered tha 
the grand jury foreman had failed 
to sign the indictment napers pre 
pared against Bohm. 


U. S. District Attorney Georgi 


Morris Fay told reporters he un 
derstood the grand jury had in 
tended to indict Bohm and tha 
the failure to sign the papers was 
inadvertant. 
When the situation 
was discovered, the grand jury hac 
Been discharged and the foreman 
no longer had power to sign it 
He said Bohm's case would be pre. 
sented promptly to another grand 
jury.

But leaders of all three parties, 
teaded by Socialist Mayor Ernst 
Reuter, pledged they would con- 
tinue their three-faction city coali- 
tion as a united front against Rus- 
sian aggression.

ataed "to align our policies in the 
new and troubled situation in the 
world and to find the means of 
upholding what he knew

right."

Charles Ross said the first confer- 
ence was moved up from Tuesday 
simply because It was found that 
the 
earlier 
meeting 
would

agreeable to everybody. 


He said he did not know whether 
the suggestion came from Attlee.

The cabinet room at the White 
House was chosen for the confer- 
ence because it can accommodate 
a large group. 


Attlee's big four-engined British

Late-Model, American-Made Arms 
Being Used Against UN Units In Korea

WASHINGTON , Dec.

The Pentagon has been 
advised 
that the Chinese Communists used 
some 
late-model, 
American-made 
arms in turning back Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur's offensive in 
North 


Korea.New Bazookas Incuded. 


This was reported today by re- 
sponsible military authorities who 
said the newest model 3:5 inch 
tank-buster bazookas were included 
among the identified arms of the 
Communists. 


These had been sped to Korea by 
air In the early stages of the 
fighting to stop the tough Russian 
T-34 tanks which spearheaded the 
original North Korean Invasion. 


Those turned against the UN 


forces in recent days presumably 
were captured last summer when 
the UN was defending the Pusan 
bridgehead. 


Reports on other arms arc incom- 


plete but officials said the Chinese 
arc relying heavily on weapons 
which were made in the U. S., as 
well as in Russia, China and Japan. 


Same In Indochina. 


The same is true of Hi Chi Min's 


Red guerrillas in Indochina. It 
was a shell from a one-time Amer- 
ican field gun which signaled last 
april the start of French 
retreat 


from the China frontier. It gave 
notice that Ho's forces had been 
supplied with artillery by their 
Chinese allies and Vietnam border 
outposts could no longer be held 
by lightly armed defenders. 


Virtually all the U. S. made wea- 


pons were captured from the Chi- 
nese Nationalists as they retreated 
from the mainland. Between V-J 
day and Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
Sheks withdrawal to Formosa lost 
year, the United States gave him 
military aid officially estimated at 
$1,000,000,000. 


Lost By Chiang. 


Several hundred thousand rifles 
and carbines were lost to the Reds, 
along with uncounted number of 
machine guns, mortars, field guns,

The abandoned ammunition 
ran into many million rounds and 
15 captured arsenals were equip- 
ped to turn out more.

REARGUARD SHIELD THROWN 
UP NORTH OF PYONGYANG FOR 
WITHDRAWAL OF 8TH ARMY 


TOKYO, Dec. 4—UP)—United Nations forces threw up a rearguard 


shield 10 miles north of Pyongyang today to protect their bitter retreat 
south through that tense former Red Korean capital. 


Little fighting was reported in that northwest sector. But Lt. Gen, 


Walton H. Walker, U. S. Eighth Army commander, said the Red Chi- 
nese had rolled five armies of 15 divisions—up to 150,000 men—south of 
the Chongchon river within striking distance of Pyongyang. 


These were the shock troops of more than 1,000,000 Chinese that 


General MacArthur said were either In Korea or heading for the bat- 
Oefronts from Manchuria and central China. 
* In the bitterly cold northeast, re- 


inforced Chinese mounted a criti- 
cal and more immediate threat to 
the U. S. Marines and four other 
UN Divisions. 


Mount Twin Drives 


The Reds were driving on the 


twin east coast industrial cities of' 
Hamhung and Hungnam. 
They 


threatened to isolate the entire 10th 
corps. Its five divisions are wide- 
ly scattered over the rugged north- 
cast Korea icebox. 


Marines and doughboys battled 
desperately to break out of deep 
Red traps in the Changjin reser- 
voir area.

among safety experts. A 
study in New York led to the 
estimate that 
sixteen per 


cent of last year's automo- 
bile accidents in that state 
involved repeaters. 


New York is in the process 


of trying to reduce this fac- 
tor of repetition by requir- 
ing motorists who have been 
involved in three accidents 
within eighteen months to 
submit to a series of tests. 
Driver attitudes and know- 
ledge of traffic laws and 
rules of the road are de- 
termined by written 
tests; 


physical limitations are as- 
certained by mechanical de- 
vices and other tests meas- 
ure vision and nervous re- 
action to sudden noise. 


Getting at the basic rea- 


son for connection of these 
drivers with repeated diffi- 
culties should result in a 
mending of their ways or 
revocation of their licenses. 
It has been discovered that 
individuals who are 
habit- 


ually incapacitated as a re- 
sult of falls, burns or other 
easily preventable accidents 
may be the victims of a hid- 
den wish for self-destruc- 
tion. If a similar condition 
is at the root of traffic acci- 
dent repetition, those in- 
volved should be prevented 
from including other people 
in the resulting damage and 
loss of life.

situations in the world scene. 


Today in England, where the 
American 
tourist 
is 
welcomed 


much criticism is to be heard of 
the British labor government, ac- 
cording to the speaker, who de- 
clared that in present Dower noli- 
tics England has a "second-rate" 
role. 


From the Island country Miss 


Poe crossed the channel to the 
abundantly rich French 
country- 


side and Paris, restored to its pre- 
war brilliance. She sketched the 
line of travel from Le Harve to 
Biarritz at the 
Spanish border, 


saying that this country is pictur- 
esque with a superficial 
tourist 


prosperity. She warned against ex- 
pectations 
of French 
gratitude, 


expressing an impression that the 
people will sell out to the highest 
political bidder, not believing in 
their own government or any oth- 
er. . 


Italy War-Devastated 
Greater evidence of war's devas- 


tation remains in Italy, recalled the 
traveler, who spoke of a bombed 
town as a "sickening and shock- 
ing sighl." Marshall Plan dollars 
are repairing the ravages of war, 
and the charm of Italy has been 
restored for the visitor, she said. 


"There are so many Romes," 


she pointed out, showing how the 
individual tourist may bo attract- 
ed to the ancient, the Renaissance, 
the 19th or 20th century aspects 
of the old city. Miss Poe spoke 
movingly of a public audience with 
Pope Pius, who was 'hailed with 
the "joyous acclamation of a be- 
loved leader." With an easy wit 
that bespoke her heritage from her 
minister father. Miss Poe said that 
the fervor of the occasion likened 
It. to a "Methodist camp meeting 
and a Texas political rally." The 
Pope on this occasion spoke 12 
minutes to his audience, closing 
with the papal blessing in six lan- 
guages. 


From Italy the tourist crossed 


Into Austria, 
stopping at Inns- 


bruck. "War and the time in which 
we live seemed far away," Miss 
Poe stated as she recounted de- 
tails of the traditional Salzburg 
Festival which glorifies the music 
of Mozart. Yet close at hand-were 
the evidences of the regime of 
Hitler. 


More Cruelty Abroad 


She told of Berchtesgaden and 


Hitler's retreat cresting the Ba- 
varian Alps, which today looks out 
upon a Displaced Persons camp 
and the remains of a 
notorious 


concentration camp, now monu- 


entlng the unfortunate who died 
thtie. 'KJniesa w« ave alert anfl 
completely 
dedicated 
Americans, 


it could happen here," she warned, 
adding that th? cruelty out of 
which such camps grew "Is more 
abroad than ever tonight." 


In Germany she contrasted .the 


zones of occupation. Baying that 
differences are so great that to 
move into the Russian zone IB as 
"going from day into night." 


She told of the International zone 


of Vienna, and how at a public en- 
tertainment the Russian is -a soli- 
tary figure, standing apart and 
alone, 
unappreciated 
by 
others 


during the Intermission gatherings. 


Saying that it is not difficult to 


go Into the Russian zone, but that 
there are 
difficulties 
in getting 


out again and that frightening in- 
cidents do sometimes occur to Am- 
ericans, she told dramatically of a 
young Russian soldier examining 
her own passport papers and those 
of other American women passen- 
gers, 
.carefully 
studying 
them 


though he could not read, finding 
nothing out of order and flinging 
them contemptuously across the 
coach, spitting out the word "Am- 
ericans!" 


"Let us not underestimate them. 


The youngest Russian soldier is a 
completely dedicated man," said 
Miss Poe. 


Returning through 
Switzerland 
again to Paris, 
the 
homeward 


bound tourist found herself In an. 
International company on the way 
home. Recalling the 
traditional 


Thanksgiving date of the dinner 
occasion, Miss Poe told of these 
presnt-dav immigrant 
Europeans 
coming again out of darkness and 
frustration." The fabulous skyline 
of New York harbor, backlighting 
the Statue of Liberty, moved one 
of these newcomera to America to 
compare it to "the holy city." 


Miss Poe fashioned an effective 


closing to her lecture from the 
words dedicating the Statue of 
Liberty and from passages in Rev- 
elations 21, likening America to 
the prophesied naw heaven and 
new earth to these burdened immi- 
grants, "And there shall be (for 
them) no more death, neither sor- 
row, nor crying, neither shall there 
be .any more pain; for the former 
things are passed away."
